the firft of which exercifes a power nowhere dele- 

gated to the Federal Government, and which, by u- 

niting Legiflative and Judicial Powers to thofe of Ex- 
ecutive, fubverts the general principles of free Go- 
yernment, as well as the particular organization and 
pofitive provifions of the Federal Conftitution—and 
the other of which. aéts exercifes in like manner a 
power not delegated by the Conftitution, but on the 
contrary exprefsly and pofitively forbidden by one of 
the amendments thereto—a power which more than

BB And this {declaration concludes with an appeal to 
the other States, that they will.concur with the Affem- 
bly of Virginia in declaring, as it does hereby declare,

law, but utterly null, void, and of no force orgeffect ; 
and that the neceffary and proper meafures will be taken 
by each for co-operating with this State in maintain- 
ing unimpaired the authorities, tights, and liberties re- 
ferved to the States refpectively, or to the people.’ 

This addrefs is directed ta be tranfimitted to the Exe- 
cutive Authority of each of the other States, with a 
requett that it be fubmitted to the Lepiflature ; and 
copies to be fent to all the members of Congrefs. 

The impeachment, of Mr. William Blount commen- 
ced before the Senate.of the United States of America, 
onthe 24th December laft.

INSURGENTS IN BELGIUM. 

The following is the copy of an official bulletin, pu- 
blifhed by the infurgents of Belgium ; which throws 
confiderable light on their proceedings. We give it 
without anfwering for its authenticity, fays a foreign 
journalift— 
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Gembloux, Dec. 6. of the Chriftian era. 

The Catholic army daily increafes ; it confifts of 
more than 100,000 men, well equipped and well paid. 
The right wing extends as far as the mouth of the 
Scheldt and the fea coafts. It communicates with the 
Englith veffels, from which it receives provifions, am- 
munition, and money. ‘The centre of the army was at 
Gembloux on the 28th of November. On the fame 
cay, it came up with the French, in the road from 
Touvain to Namur. On the 29th, the French, rein- 
erced by the garrifoa at Namur, encamped at Leute, 


[two miles from that citys On the 3oth, the Catholic 


foot high thirty millions of pounds weight. It poffef- 
fed a force more than double the power of gunpowder. 
Could this operation be performed by a mere abftraé 
idea—by a thing not tangible?

COURT OF KING’s BENCH. 
MASTER AND SERVANTS. 
BARRETT V. HANCOCK. 

This aftion was brought to recover damages for an 
afflault. The plaintiff was fent to the defendant, who 
is a gentleman living in the neighbourhood of London. 
On Sunday he permitted this fervant of his to go to 
London to fpend the day. He came home intoxicated 
late at night, an hour after his mafter and miftrefs had 
gone to reft. Two of the maid fervants fat up for him. 
When he came home he brought into his mafter’s boufe 
a cook of one of the neighbours, went down jnto the 
kitchen, and: pulled the maids’ caps off, one of whom 
gave very {trong evidence for him. They tried to per- 
fuade him to go to bed but he would not. He made 
fo much noife in the houfe that his mafter and miftrefs 
were obliged-to get up and come down ftairs. His ma- 
{ter told him either to-go to bed quietly and peaceably, 
or to tura out into the ftreet. Barret told him he 
would do neither.—Upon which Mr Hancock took up 
an horfewhip and gave this drunken fervant an excellent 
drubbing round the kitchen, for which the plaintiff re- 
ceived one farthing damages. 

At the Quarter Seilions held laft week at Cambridge, 
P. Scholey, a guard to the York Mail Corch, was fen- 
tenced to one month’s imprifonment to hard Jaboyr, and 
fined 51. for improper conduct at Royfton to the Reve- 
rend Mr Shield, a paflenger ; and at the fame time, two 
fervants to Mr Grain, of Horingfea, were convicted 
in the penalty of 15s. for refufing to turn their carts 
afide to make room for one-horfe chaife to pafs. 








PRATT WU. CUFF. 

The plaintiff was mafter of a veffel called the Struggle, 
of which the defendant, who is a cheefemonger at 
Whitechapel, was the owner. This action was brought 
to recover 34]. 17s. for wages. It was formerly tried 
before Lord Kunyon, at Guildhall, when there was a 
verdict for the plaintiff, fubje& to the opinion of the 
court, on this point, whether a Britith failor is entitled 
to wages during the time he was in foreign prifon ? This 
thip went out Seu Harwich in ballaft, to Embden, to 
bring howe a cargo of butter and hams ; and the defen- 
dant had received ‘the freight of this veffel, and had 
aéted in every refpeét as the owner,.and was willing to 
pay the failors their wages, except during a certain in- 
terval, while they were ina Dutch prifon. After the 
cafe was fettled for the opinion of the court, the de- 
fendant began to fhuffle, and to deny that he was the 
owner. He pretended that he had fold his thip to a 
fubjeé&t of the King of Pruffia, and that the plantiff and 
the reft of the failors on board mutt call on him for their 
wages. It was therefore neceflary to afcertain that fact. 
This man at Embden, who he pretended had purchafed 
his fhip, had been his agent many years, and this was 
a mere colourable fale, in order to enable his agent to 
get back the fhip from the Dutch. The failors and 
thip were at length liberated; and they brought home 
their cargo, which they delivered to the defendant. 

A Mr Dickenfon,-who is partner with the defen- 
dant, gave evidence, in order to induce the jury to be- 
lieve, that the fale of the thip by Cuff to his friend at 
Embden, was a fair bona fide, at which Lord Kenyon 
ccm great difapprobation, as well as the whole de- 
ence. 

His Lordthip obferved, that it was impofhible to fay 
that what the witnefs had {worn was not a mifreprefen- 
tation in order to give a colouring to the tranfa@ion, 
which did not belong to it. His Lordhhip thought 
there was now no queftion of law to go to the court. 
It feemed to him that freight in this cafe being finally 
obtained, which was commonly cailed the mother of 
Wages, the plaintiff was entitled to wages, during the 
interval that he was in prifon, as well as before and af. 
ter that period, down to the conclufion of the voyage. 
—Verdid for Plaintiff, 34]. 17s.

HORNBLOWER Y. BOLTON AND WATT. 
This was a writ of error from the Court of Common 
Pleas, It was originally an aétion brought by Meff. 
Bolton and Watt againft Mr Horoblower, for an in- 
fringement of Mr Watt’s patent, which he obtained in 
the-year 1769, for his improvements on Fire Engines, 
Mr Serjeant Lz Banc contended, that this was not 
a patent for any machine or-any engine, but it was for 
the application of a philofophical principleto a machine. It 
Was not an engines it was not a piece of mechanics for 
which he obtained this patent, but it was only for the 
principle of doing a certain thing, and not for the thing 
ufelf. If he was.right in this it could not be a manu. 
facture, and confequently not within the ftatute of 
James. It was not tangible nor vendible, it. was not 
corporeal, it was not therefore a manufaéture, and con- 
fequently not within the ftatute of James. 
fr Rous contended, that this invention of Mr Watt 
was the greateft practical advance ever made in the arts, 
and was univerfally admired through every part of Eu- 
rope. By it a fingle bufhel of coals would raife one
